And whereas the Collector Alwar awarded recurring compensation at Rs. 18,992/- per annum for the land and assets. 
Aggrieved with this Award, the owner applied for arbitration under Rule 9 of the RAIP Rules 1953. The State Govt, appointed 
Arbitrators from time to time and the appointment of Shri J.P. Bansal, Addl. Distt. & Session’s Judge No. 2, Alwar was revoked by 
the Govt, of Rtqasthan vide their order No. 22(31)0A/A/Gr. 1/64 dated 28-4-76. 

And whereas aggrieved with the above order of the Oovt. of Rajasthan, ths Maharaj Kumar Shri Yaswant Slagh filed CPW 
No. 1043/76 before the High Court of Judicature for Rajasthan, Jaipur Branch, Jaipur against order of the State Oovt. 

And whereas Hon’ble Rajasthan High Court has directed in CWP No. 1043/76 that Union of India should aopoint an 
Arbitrator to determine the Compensation for the period 3rd March, 1963 to 10th March, 1971 when the p/opsrty remained under 
requisition. 

And whereas Govt, of Rajasthan is claiming their ownership over the land as it stood resumed by them in persuance of the 
Rajasthan land Reforms and Resumption of Jagirs Act, 1952 and vested in the State Govt. 

Now, therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) of subsection (1) of Section 8 of the Requisitioning and 
Acquisition of Immovable Property Act, 1952, the Central Govt, hereby appoints Shri .Justice B.N. Lokur, retired Judge of the 
Allahabad High Court as an Arbitrator to determine the amount ofco.mpcasitio.i in respect of the said land/assets and the persons 
to whom such compensation shall be paid.

Board and also, when the property is land paying revenue to 
the Government, in the office of the Collector of the district 
in wh'ch the land la situate and at such other places as the 
Board may direct. 

7. Postponement of sale.—If there be no bid Or the highest 
bid be below the reserved price, the Executive Officer shgll 
postpone the sale. 

8. Deposit to be made forthwith.—If the amount to be 
deposited be not a once paid to or deposited with the Exe¬ 
cutive Officer, the bid of the person, who would otherwise 
have been declared to be the purchaser, shall be relected and 
the property shall immediately be again put up for sale. 

9. Wlien bid le^.s than the reserved price can be accepted.— 
The F.xecutivc Officer may, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and subject to the prior approval of the Director 
accept a bid for less than the re.servcd price. 

10. AopFcation of sale proceeds.—The Executive Officer 
shall annlv fhe proceeds of sale or such part thereof as shall 
be lequired in discharge of the sum due and of the costs_ of 
recovery. The fees if any, for the sale and attachment of im¬ 
movable oropertv .shall also be included in the costs of 
recovery. 

11. Surplus aiTSount how to be refunded.—^Tbe siirpluf^ 
If any, shall he forlbwith credited to the Canfonmer.r Fund 
and the same be claimed by written application to the Exe¬ 
cutive fKfficer within six months from the date of sale and 
the refund thereof shall he made to the person in possession 
of the propertv at the time of the attachment and any 
surplus not claimed withffi six months a.s aforesaid shall 
be the property of the Board. 

12. Suspension of warrant.—The Executive Officer may 
suspend or cancel the warrant where he is satisfied that such 
suspension is warranted by the circumstances of the case or 
where the sum due and the costs of recovery have been 
pEdd bv the defaulter as prescribed in section 94-A (4’) of 
the Act. 

13. Eviction from the property sold.—The Executive Offi¬ 
cer mav cause th'S eviction of any person who obstructs anv 
action taken in pursuance of sub-section (5) of section 94-A 
of the Act from the immovable property by any police officer 
and may also use such force as is reasonably necessary to 
effect entry on the said property. 

14. Fee to be charged.—For every warrant issued or 
attachment made, fees shall he charged at such rates not 
leu than Rs. 500 ant? not more than Rs. 1,000 as the 
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Board may, from time to time, specify with the sanction 
of the Central Government and such fees shall be included 
in the costs of recovery, 

15. Remission of fee.—The Boatd may, in its discretion, 
remit the whole or part of any fee chargeable under rule 
14. 

16. Manner of preferring claim over property,—^A person, 
other than the person liable tor the payment of any tax,' 
who has any claim in respect of a property attachment may 
prefer a claim in writing to the Executive Officer. 

17. Suspension of execution.—^Tbc Executive Officer shall, 
on receipt of the claim suspend the cxectuion of the warrant 
pending enquiry into the claim. 

18. Manner of settlement.—(1) The Executive Officer shall 
furnish a copy of the claim to the person liable for the 
payment of any tax and at the same time give written notice 
calling upon him to submit his reply, if any, within seven 
days of service of such notice. 

(2) The Executive Officer shall, on receipt of the reply, 
if any, and after giving both the parties an opportunity of 
being heard pass an order with regard to the claim which 
shall be final. 

(3) At a hearing, the parties may represent In person or 
through a counsel. 

(4) If the claim is allowed by the Executive Officer the 
sale proceedings shall be subject to the or passed by him 
provided that the Executive Officer may, in his discretion, 
release the property from attachment instead of proceeding 
with the sale. 

(5) If the Executive Officer rejects the claim, he shall pro¬ 
ceed with the sale of the immovable property as provided 
for in the Act and under these rules, 

(6) Nothing in the order of the Executive Officer accept¬ 
ing a claim shall he deemed to confer on the claimant any 
right, title or interest In the Immovable property attached.

S.R.O. 292.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
provi.so to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Surveyor Officer in Radar and 
Communication Project Office, Ministry of Defence 
namely: 

1 . Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Ministry of Defence, Radar and Communication 
Project Office (Surveyor Officer) Recriiitraent Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—^The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications, 
etc.-—The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to the s.^id post shall 
be as specified in columns (5) to (14) of the Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—^No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 


(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the persnoal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marri¬ 
age and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6 . Saving.^—^Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
servicemen and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
fi-om time to time in this regard.
